They told m e th a t he had a son in Rom e who was a physician and 
who had distinguished himself in his profession. 
I could understand. 
Elihu B urritt becam e known as “the learned Blacksmith” because he 
mastered som ething like forty languages while he fanned the flam es a t his 
forge in his shop. 
I was reading a little sketch about George R. Sims, the o th e r day, 
and I shall rem em ber this about him —th a t he was known never to speak 
unkindly about anyone. 
He had definite opinions, and expressed them 
frankly and w ith courage—but he shrank a t hurting or harm ing th e feel­ 
ings of others. 
H e made foes and they, in turn, were unm erciful with 
him in their a tta c k s—yet he refrained to reply in kind. He was sensitive 
and generous a n d respected the private lives of others. 
We lose so m uch that is precious to us in our desire for happiness 
when we allow' ourselves to continually, or habitually, pick out th e flaws 
in other people’s lives or characters. 
The inspiring th ing about the life of C hrist was that he cam e in con­ 
tact with every class and type of people—rich, poor, famous, unknow n, 
weak and ill—yet there is no recorded word of personal criticism against 
any one. 
The poor, the lame, the halt, the sinner and s a in t alike, 
Greater th a n th e fame of such m en as Theodore Roosevelt, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Woodrow Wilson. V iscount Grey. Joseph Conrad, w as the 
friendliness w hich they left as an etern al arom a of their sincere lives, 
Tile greatest tribute ever paid to C aesar was that by his friend 
Anthony: “T his w as a m an!” If we can leave the grave of th e greatest 
with this thought in our heart—I loved h im —that is quite enough.

W ashington.—Now th a t the “new 
deal” has emerged victorious in Its 
first court test, one of the m ost Im­ 
portant and significant phases of 
the new adm inistration’s program 
has been reached. 
It was something worth watching 
when the oil refiners of Texas came 
into the D istrict of Columbia su­ 
prem e court attacking the industrial 
recovery act and asking th a t it be 
set aside. Here was a test of one of 
the most weighty 
problems 
that 
have arisen since adoption of the 
constitution itself. 
The refiners complained th a t the 
president is exercising powers which 
m ust be exercised by congress alone. 
And when their counsel was asked 
by the presiding justice w hether he 
thought the act was based on fed­ 
eral powers over interstate com­ 
m erce or power given to the federal 
governm ent to meet emergency con­ 
ditions, he answered flatly. 
"The act can’t be sustained on 
any grounds.” 


T he final decision, of course—and 
one which m ight m ean th a t the pro­ 
gram of the “new deal” will either 
stand or fall—rests with the su­ 
preme court of the nation. 


It is highly doubtful whether the 
supreme court will make a decision 
on the new laws any tim e soon. 
I t’s 
almost physically 
impossible. 
The court has adjourned until Oc­ 
tober. 
W ith the facilities the jus­ 
tices have at their disposal it would 
seem almost impossible for decisions 
affecting 
the 
"new 
deal” 
to be 
handed down during the next ses­ 
sion which comes to a close in May, 
1934. 


as to w hether the im portant gov­ 
ernm ental changes made by the new 
adm inistration 
are to be passed 
upon finally by justices having their 
eyes on present conditions and not 
wholly on precedents. 
In this con­ 
nection the D istrict of Columbia 
decision is certain to be pointed to 
as significant.

Necessity Or Precedent 
The philosophy of the court as it 
is now constituted and as it has 
been revealed in decisions seems to 
m any observers to be liberal. 
Even 
without the presence of Oliver Wen­ 
dell Holmes on the bench this ap­ 
pears true. 
While no one can predict what 
will happen to the new laws* when 
they do reach the court, some be­ 
lieve this will play a prominent 
part. 
Meanwhile, speculation continues 


Then The Coart Spoke 
But the court, it has developed, 
indicated th a t it holds a contrary 
view, by deciding th at all laws, “in­ 
cluding the constitution, should be 
read In emergencies in the light of j 
the law of necessity."
